FIERCE 1 FIGHT IN LISBON. 


Most of the King's gere 
Flee in a Panic, but He 
Shows ‘Bravery. : 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 7, 4 4. m.—The Lisbon cor- 
respondtnt of the Chronicle sends by way 
of Vigo, Spain, the first uncensored story 
of the revolution. He escaped from Lisbon 
on Oct. 5 on board g British steamer with a 
band of fugitives. He landed at Vigo yester- 
day, where he filed. his diapatch. He says: 

“ At the moment of telegraphing the revo- 
lutionary movement appears to be confined 
to Lisbon and its immediate neighborhood. 
The north, 80 far as I was able to ascertain, 
is indifferent in the sense that it hae taken 
no active share in the rising. At Leixoes, 
the Atlantic port of Oporto, the political 
barometer was unchanged. If it did not point 
to ‘wet fair,’ it was at any rate steady.

The strongest impression of the day's rid: 
was the love of the people for a man with 
whom they seem to feel they can come in 
contact on the ground of equality. There is 
no doubt of their affection for him, and most 
of them are well educated. 
* Beiore we turned out of the Waag valley 
we passed through the little town of Lisco- 
faul (Slovak, Liscovar). The town consists 
practically of new houses, for emigration 
from here began about twenty years ago 
and American money has rebuilt it. Three 
hundred of its breadwinners are now in 
America. 


Villages of Log Houses. 


Then we cross the river by a poor, rickety 
wooden bridge afid travel over a poor ccun- 
try road in bad repair up into a broken coun- 
ty Mien ute villages waich go by the name 
of Harom Slach. The villages are about a 
mile apart and look much alike. The houses 
are st. ung along a single street, in the cen- 
ter of which is a brook. Nearly all are of 
logs; more than half of recent construction, 
built or rebuilt with money brought home by 
emigrants. 

Nearly all the houses’ have been given a 
coat of clay, which has been whitewashed 
They are neat and trim; there is a great dif- 
ference between them and the houses of the 
region about Zsolna. 

The houses are not so large as in the Slo- 
vene or Croat country, but the plan is some- 
what the same. The narrow end faces the 
street. You enter from the side a small 
middle. room used as a kitchen. To the left 
is the main living room; to the right a smaller 
room, used elther as guestroom or storeroom 


Pictures and Porcelain Bought. 


In every house there are many pictures of 
saints. These, with a few porcelain utensils 
in thé.kitchen, alone have been brought in 


from t utside world. They are the only 
things which have been purchased with 
money. 


But even in-the best of the houses there is 
little of the atmosphere of a home. They 
are far below the standard set by the Mag- 
yars and are certainly no better than those 
of Roumanian peasants of Transylvania 
But the Roumanians have a love of color and 
of decoration whicp has almost entirely dis- 

appeared among Slovaks. 

One of the interesting experiences of the 
day was a visit to the village club. A Uttle 
room in front contains a diminutive general 
store, the only one in the village. Behind 
this is a big room with ee tables and 
benches, where peasants, 2 t over their 
white brandy.

Men in Peasant Costume. 


All but two or three recently returned from 
America were in pure peasant costume— 
tight fitting, thick; white woolen trousers 
inserted in heavy shoes or boots: short, loose 
sleeved, homespuh linen shirts, open at the 
neck; white woolen vests, and big, thick, 
long ‘woolen coats, worn like capes. 

Many of the men were smoking cigars— 
a sure sign ot prosperity. None wore beards, 
but all little mustaches. They wear their 
hair short. They are well built, of medium 
stature. They have high cheek bones and 
well shaped heads, with broad and, as a rule, 
high foreheads. They are apparently men of 
opinions. They are — afraid to express 
them. 

The women and childfen appear to asigood 
advantage as the men. They, too, look well 
fed. A woman of stunted growth with a face 
worn and seamed with a thousand lines is 
not to be found, They preserve the mode 
of the old peasant costume, but not the ma- 
terial. ° Calico has taken the Place of linen.

One day while a workman 
was boring a hole in a knife handle with a steel 
gimlet worked by a sort of drill-bow, thé steel 
rod snapped off and one of the fragments struck 
the child in the right eye.” ~

It was Mme. Leon who suffered most at the 
hands of the slanderers. She was accused not 
only of ruining Gambetta’s career but of mur- 
dering Him in a fit of jealous spite. M. Gheus!i 
proves that the bullet that wounded Gambetta’s 
hand was discharged by his own nervous 
fingers, and that it had nothing to do with the 
cause of his death. That,.as the letters from 
his attending physicians attest, was the result 
of their own neglect, for while they were striv- 
ing to remedy one ill they neglected to watch 
out for another, which proved fatal.

In a letter from his father the old gentleman 
speaks of hie son as “a wine shop orator.”

Indeed he is not happy 
until his parent recants and takes back his 
hasty words. When Gambetta had proved that 
he was a great advocate, and made a name for 
himself, there was no one prouder of him than 
his father, to whom he wrote as regularly and 
as intimately as in the earlier days. In 1865 he 
writes his father of a rumor of war with the 
United States, which he sincerely deplores: 

„he second rumor is even more serious, for 
it means nothing less than war with the United 
States if our government persists in wanting to 
send fresh troops to Mexico. I honestly believe 
that war with the Anierican republic would soon 
mean death to the empire, so I doubt whether 
any one will be brave enough either to advise 
or to undertake it.” 

Gambetta wrote frankly to his father of his

Eighty musicians are required to give the 
necessary orchestral support to the soloists 
and choruses that will preset grand opera 
to Chicago this winter. Of, this number only 
five Chicagoans have been engaged. It is said 
that contracts have been signed with forty 
Italians in New York, whom Campanini, general 
musical ‘director, brought ‘with him when he 
came from Italy several weeks ago. Twenty 
musicians have been engaged in Pittsburg and 
ten in Philadelphia.

PECIAL Report of the Entirely Unofiicial 
and Altogether Too Nosey Commission, 
Appointed by Itself, in re the Rehabili- 
tation of the Elston Avenue Street Car 
Line:

We are trying to conserve the/greatest 

natural resource that a nation has—the 
lives and health of its people. 
There was a time when nations gave 
more thought and effort to destroying life 
by endless, foolish, | and. cruel wars than 
to conserving it. The lives and health of 
the people, when they were considered at 
all, were left chiefly to; the care of the 
Individual. Sometimes epidemics of dis- 
ease swept over whole nations. In the 
middle ages what was called the plague, 
or the black death, devastated Italy 
again and again. ‘London was near!7 
depopulated in the second half ‘of. the 
seventeenth century, and it is only in our 
own generation that the civilised world 
seems at fast to have reached a stage at 
which it can cope with this terrible 
scourge. This has been made possible 
not alone by the discoveries of medical 
science but also by a general improvement 
of our way of living from day to day and 
by our organized effort to improve these 
conditions and to combat disease as soon 
as it appears. 

Human life, which in the long centu- 
ries. we call the dark ages seemed the 
most. worthless thing in the world, has 
increased in value. Human life, and 
health, which is virtually the same thing, 
thing. This 
change measures one of the longest steps 
forward taken by men ‘mn the long journey 
of human progress. 

But it is far from being the last step. 
Human life is not as precious as it ought 
to be. Health is a form of riches which 
is not yet as widely distributed “as it 
might be and should be. 5 

But this means merely that the end of 
the world has not yet come. What we 
have a right to be encouraged about is 
that we have done so much to improve 
our conditions, and, better still, that day 
by day these conditions are improving. 

And best of all is that now we are all 
thinking about human life and health, for 
- when. all the people begin to think upon 
one subject nothing can withstand them. 
The warfare against disease and against 
the conditions which breed disease is go- 
ing on, each day adding to the victories 
which science and social reform are win- 
ning. There is much, very much, to be 
done. But it is being done because the 
people are thinking and willing.

The alternative, short of a return te 
the monarchy, seems to be an oligarchy, 
dominated, perhaps, by some strong mar, 

as in the case of Mexico, and backed by a 
strong class which can subsidize the army 
and the navy. 

Such a régime might very well prove s 
great improvement upon the rule of the 
Braganzas. But it would measure only one 
step toward popular government. It 
would probably lighten taxation somewhat, 
or at least shift a little its incidence. But 
if the new régime could be induced, to 
establish popular edueation, it would serve 
the cause of progress better. In popular 
education is the only hope of the Portu- 
guese people. Until they set up the 
school it will serve them little to tear 
down a throne.

While the other passengers on board had to 
submit to a most searching examination of 
their cabins, of their clothes, end of their 
luggage, of course no one dreamt of subject- 
ing to any such indignity the czar’s special 
ambassador, the chief victim, whose alleged 
Josges were superior to those of all the other 
victims put together.

. noise made by this robbery of a Rus- 
sian special ambassador and the disappear- 
ance of the jeweled gifts sent by the czar and 
czarine to the King and Queen of Montene- 
gro created a great stir, and was naturally 
cabled over to this country. 

“Nowhere did it excite more astonishment 
than at Cettinje, where none of the Russian 
dignitaries present knew anything of a spe- 
cial mission headed by a Count Tchernadieff, 
.sinee tt was Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholato- 
viteh, one of the two imperial Russian sons- 
in-law of the King of Montenegro, who had 
deen commissioned by his cousin, phe czar, to 
represent him at the festivities at Cettinje, 
and to present ‘the jeweled gifts to the King 
of Montenegro, these comprising a tapphire 
studded crown and a begemmed baton of field 
marshal of the Muscovite army. 

Of course the count never turned up at Cet- 
tinje. The Austrian police became suspicious. 
The captain of the Prince of Hohenzollern 
was summoned to Vienna and there, in the 
rogues’ gallery of the police department, he 
recognized the Russian passenger who had 
given. him so much trouble and who turned 
out to be ome of the most bold and daring 
swindiers in Europe. 

The most extraordinary thing about the 
man is that he rarely takes the trouble to 
change hie name, which is that of his god- 
father, a Russidnm tea merchant of Irkutz. 
Tchernadieff was born in 1848, as the son of a 
Jewish exile of the name of Berkow Krakow- 
ski and of one of the women of thetown. Ags 
the boy grew up he won, by means of his 

brightness, the favor of the tea merchant in 
question, who caused him to become a con- 

vert to Christianity and to be christened as a 
‘member of the oxthodox rite, he himself act- 
ing as sponsor. Subsequently he paid for the 
boy’s education and ende by being robbed by 


. With the.Russien — after him, Alex- 
ander Tehernadieff (forme Krakowski) 
made his way-abroad; — — n of tra ud 
in Germany, where he served a a ge aged 
term of im t; then turned up 
Paris, where he swindled people right and! delt. 
When Paris became too hot to hold him he 
betook himself to Switzerland. Establishing 
himself at Montreux, in 1880, on the borders 
of Lake Geneva, he leased a beautiful villa, 
bought horses and carriages, and then organ- 
fzed a féte in honor of Gambetta. who had 
somehow or other been inveigled into an ac- 
quaintance with him in Switger!and, and who 
wae at that time spending a few weeks at the 
Chateau des Cretes, above Montreux, with 
old Mme. Arnaud de I Ariege. 

The entertainment was one of the most 
fairylike that it has ever been my lot to wit- 
ness. The fireworks alone cost $50,000, while 
a large party of guests was brought from 
Paris in a special train, laden with delicacies, 
and with engine and carriages almost con- 
cealed by decorations, flowers, and bunting. 

On the day the fete the count acoom- 
8 his Parisian friends on their way back 

Paris, but prudently left the train at Dijon, 
thenceforth being no more seen in Switzer- 
land, where he left unpaid the entire expenses 
in connection with the féte and the debts in- 
enrred during his stay at Montreux, amount- 
ing to over 1,000,000 francs. I need hardly 
add that for many years afterwards the mere 
mention of the name of Tchernadieff to any 
Swiss hailing from the canton de Vaud had 
precisely the same effect as a red rag upon a 
bull. ;

In spite of the noise made by this affair, he 
managed to perpetrate analogous swindles in 
almost every country in Europe, one of the 
most notable being that at Turin, where he 
had a superb residence on the Corse Regina 
. 222 and twenty horses in his stable.

To such an extent was he taken up, not only 
vl the leading personages of Turin but even 

y royalty, that in defereace to the demands 
= the late King Humbert he was, when un- 
masked, expelled from the kingdom instead 
of being tried and convicted.

| AMERICAN PRISON IDEA . 4 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 6.— The house of depu- 
tiea of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
America in convention here today passed an 
amendment to tke constitution providing for 
suffragan bishops throughout the dioceges of 
the church. 

The vote on the subject was 90 to 22, but 
this majority was obtained only after a vigor- 
ous and sharp debate that lasted during al- 
most the entire after oon session. 

The debate brought out tha fect tint the 
object of the suffragan pes was not only | 
to look after the people of a particular na- 


who preside over dioceses too large for any 
one bishop to handle with a degree of equity, 
several of which exist, it is declared. 
The amendent stated that these suffragan 
bishops wherever appointed would not neces- 
sarily succeed to the bishoprics in the dioceses 
to which they were appointed in the case of 
the removal through any cause of the bishop 
of that diocese. On the other hand they will 
not los¢ their opportunity to succeed to either 
tie bishopric of the diocese in which they are 
working or any other diocese providing they 
are selected in the usual way. 
The amendment will have to be concurred 
in by the house of bishops before being effec- 
tive. 
The fret of the five constitutional amend- 
ments provisionally adopted by the Rich- 
mond convention in 1907, failed of confirma- 
tion in the house of’ bishops today. It pro- 
posed tc limit the term of the presiding 
bishop to six years. By rejecting this change, 
| the bishops retained the old rule, that the old- 
est bishop iu point of service shall be the pre- 
siding tichop of the church. 

The Rev. J. Lewis Parks of New York 
caused vu stir in the house of deputies when 
he ins led on the exclusion of a pamphlet 
which had distributed among the dele- 
gates.

IN REALTY BONDS 


H. B. Riley Tells Board How 


These Can Be Made Safer 
Form of Investment. 


MICHIGAN AVENUE DEAL.

The standardization of real estate bonds, 
the valuation of the security by a disinter- 
ested body, such as the valuation committee 
of the Chicago real estate.board, and giving 
the trustee power not only to carry on the 
foreclosures but also to carry the property 
through to final sale were suggested by Har- 
rison B. Riley, president of the Chicago Title 
and Trust company, as means by which these 
bonds could be made a safer and more satis- 
factory form of investment at yesterday's. 
weekly luncheon of the real estate board. 

These bond issues formed the topic of dis- 
cugsion which was listened to by over one 
hundred members of the board and their 
guests, and in addition to Mr. Riley, Simon L. 
Straus read a paper on the subject. 

With the prefatory statement that these 
bond issués do not go as well as they should 
Mr. Riley expressed the opifion that three 
things should be done in order to reach timid 
capital, which he summarized as follows: 

1. Assure the bondholder of the security of 
his savings. . 

2. Devise a plan whereby he may be prop- 
erly protected in case of foreclosure. 

3. Make provision for the ready merchan- 
dizing of these bonds. 

Too many thrifty citizens of small means, 
he said, are driven to the savings bank and 
the safety deposit vault. ‘ 

Then followed a recital of the remedies be- 
fore mentioned and regarding what he termed 
the “certified appraisal "’ he expressed the 
opinion that such an appraisal would easily 
pay its cost. 


Small Bondholder at Disadvantage. 

He then referred to the serious disadvgn- 
tage of the small bondholder at the time of 
foreclosure, saying he is not posted on boad- 
holders’ committees, is alarmed and suspi- 
cious, and falls an easy victim to the 
stronger bondholders, who may plrchase his 
security at a discount or otherwise 
hifh, all of which, he declared, makes a bad 
advertisement for the system. 

Regarding the standardization of these 
bonds he said: “If real estate bonds were 
Standardized in some such way as I have 
suggested, so that you yourselves believed in 
them, I do not. doubt that certain thrifty 
gentlemen among you would find considera- 
ble’profit in your idle hours in scalping these 
bonds, with a reasonable profit to yourselves 
and the community.” 

He declared that the scalper ls the balance 
wheel that makes the machinery go in the 
grain and stock market, and that some such 
market under proper auspices and regula- 
tions where bonds always could be cold at a 
price, as well as bought at a price, seems to 
be an absolute necessity. 

Mr. Straus’ paper was a strong argument 
for the safety and practicability of the bonds, 
and among other things he said that one IH 
vestment with an equity of $100,000 is a 
much asset.than 100 equities of 
$1,000 each on 100 different securities.
